The first horticultural convention 
for District No 
1 was 
held

April 10th and was largely attended 
Andrew Kimball 
member of the 
Arizona 
Horticultural 
Commission 
presided 
Two sessions were held 
the morning session at 1000 oclock 
and the afternoon 
session at 200 
oclock

the towns of San Jose and Geronimo 
in Graham County 
Arizona

gated from the Giln River and the

wells of Graham 
County

The codling moth 
exists 
in 
all 
parts of Arizona where apples are 
raised 
When it once gets started 
it can never be eradicated 
but it 
can 
be 
effectually 
controlled 
as 
shown by the results of Experiment 
Station work 
In Walla Walla 
Washington 
the 
State 
Experiment 
Station 
took 
charge of an orchard that was 
so 
badly infested with codling 
moth 
that it 
had 
been 
abandoned 
as 
worthless 
Before the 
coming 
of 
the codling moth this orchard was 
producing twenty thousand boxes of 
apples annually 
Part of these trees 
were sprayed and part of them were 
left unsprayed 
Of the apples on 
the sprayed trees only one per cent 
were wormy 
while 
the unsprayed 
trees 
had 
87 per cent 
or about 
seven eighths wormy 
In many in ¬ 
stances the percentage 
of 
wormy 
apples 
has been 
reduced 
to 
onc- - 
tenth of one per cent 
or one wormy 
apple to one thousand 
sound 
ones 
These wonderful results are possi ¬ 
ble in Arizona 
and if we 
do not 
take some drastric measures at once 
the codling 
moth 
and 
other fruit 
tree pests 
will effectually kill the 
orchard business in this Territory in 
a very short time 
One spraying is enough 
if it is 
done at the right time and if it is 
done 
thoroughly 
enough 
If 
the 
Bpray is put on with sufficient force 
to drive the poison into every calyx 
cup of every 
flower 
then 
every 
worm that attempts 
to enter 
the 
fruit 
from 
the bud 
end 
will be 
stopped and killed by the 
poison in 
the spray 
Fully 
90 per cent 
of 
the worms enter from the bud end 
so if you kill all of those 
there will 
not be many moths left 
Do not spray when 
the 
flowers 
are in bloom 
or you 
will kill 
the 
little reproductive cells of the sta ¬ 
men 
preventing 
the formation of 
fruit 
Spraying at blooming 
time 
will 
kill the 
bees 
too 
and 
this 
should bo avoided 
As soon as the 
petals the white flower leaves 
fall 
the danger of injuring 
the 
bees or 
the frujt 
with 
the poison 
of the 
spray is past 
Just after the petals 
fall 
the 
flower 
is erect 
and 
the 
green leaves of the cup shaped open ¬ 
ing of the flower arc bent 
back 
so 
as to leave a perfectly formed wide 
open cup 
the calyx cup ready to 
receive the spray
